There is, howevor, another bgnelicial re- 
sult which may be fairly added, as, though 
. principally of an aesthetic nature, it ic 
novertheleas a, very appreciable ono, viz:

In view of this. catalogue of advantages, 
it cannot bo doubted that the prosecution 
of this great achome is in the strictest sonsu 
a ‘public purpose,’ aa defined by the 
Ordinance, and the question whethor.the 
lot-holdera should receive somewhat nmigro 
or less profit would seem, after all, of such 
comparative insignificance, ‘that it should 
not be permitted fura moment to stand in 
the way of so vast « public improvemont, 

For against tho expected profite of the 
private persons concorned has to bo aot the 
risk, by no means slight, which thoy will 
have fo incur in reapect of typhoons and 
other accidenta; whilo as regarda both the 
rent to be paid by them, ($800 per acre), 
and the large aren (26 acres) for streeta, 
which the public will obtain free of cnst, 
the conditiona under which this work will 
be undertaken are at leaat mure onerous 
thau hare been exacted from the adjoining 
lot-owners in the case of any previous re- 
clamntions. And when it is moreover con- 
sidered that an enterprise invelving great, 
many and varied interesta will be carried 
aut with comparatively little, and it is 
hoped without any litigation, the Governor 
cannot bit feo! that the Colony ie to ba 
congratulated on the conclusion of the 
atrangement to ba satictioned by thia 
Ordinances, which, whether it is, or ia not, 
as perfect as- it might havo been, will in 
any case confer incalculable bonofits on the 
community. os 

The details of the Ordinance, which may 
very possibly require amendment, will per- 
haps be best left for disoussion in Com- 
mittee ; but the Governor thinks it well to 
Tefer briefly to au objection which he un- 
derstands has been made tu: the third 
paragraph of the 6th clause of the publish- 
ed draft, by which compensation to dia- 
sentient lot-holdera ia left to the discretion 
af the Governor. ‘Tt is needless to say that 
the Government haa no desire to accord 
other than the fullest justice in respect of 
private rights ; and though the provision in 
qneation has no doubt an arbitrary sppear- 
ance, that aspect of it will probably 
disappear altogether, fom unprejudiced 
minda when the circamstances are fully 
considered. It should be remembered in 
the first place that the tenure of every one 
of tho lot-holdera is under a lease contain- 
ing a condition, by which his land may at 
any time be resumed for a public parpose, 
the Surveyor General being in such caso 
constitated the sole arbitrator—so that if 
tha land of any lot-holder were to bs, as it 
loyitimately might be, resumed for this 
public purpuse, the positiun created for 
him by a condition to which he has 
voluntarily submitted already, canld 
hardly be regarded as preferable to that 
contemplated by the praposed enact. 
ment. “There is buwever a more important 
consideration to be taken inte account 
Tho provir‘on was presumably drafted, and 
sanctioved by the Secretary of State, on 
the assumption of the correctuess of the 
opinion above referred to, aconrding to 
which the frontage lot-bolders have no 
legal rights in the foreshore. In this view 


they are strictly entitled to componestion ; 


vnly in respect of the actual depreciation of 
their property by the reclamation in front 
of it ; and as in the casy of former reclama- 
tions here the value of thy adjuining land 
hos never, the Guvernor understands, beeu 
affectad otherwise than favourably, it ia 
very puasible that the lot-holder, if in this 
case left to his legal rights alone, would 
obtain no compensation at all. But by the 
provision in question there can be taken 
into account the moral claima above men- 
tioned ; so that inatead of being a hardship 
to the dissentient lut-hulder, the clause in 
reality will operate for his protection. Ii 
however there should prove to be auy lot- 
ho)der who not only declines the agreement 
which has received the approval of the 
great majority and is embodied in this 
Ordinance, but also profera to stand solely 
on his legal rights, it seems only fair that 
maana should be found for anabling him ta 
do go. . 

Anticipating a8 certam tho approval of 
the Council tothe prosceution of the schema, 
whatever the form in which this Ordinanes 
may finally pasa, the Governor has already 
appointed an Engincer who will, uador the 
supervision of the Surveyor General, de- 
vote himself exclusively to the reclamation, 
snd will submit at once for considération 
his view as tothe staff which will be re- 
quired in order to begin and prosecute the 
works with all possible sed. 

With a view to canso as little obstruction 
a8 possible to the trade of the Port, it is 
proposed that only two, or at the moat 
three of the seven sections of the reclam- 
ation shall be taken in hand at a time; 
aud it is probable that a commencement 
will be mado on those at the two oxtremes

4, If theas were warda in which thers 
were, or were liablo to ba, patients ina 
critical condition, ¢ho praspeding sppears 
to me to have beon a very questionable 
ono ; and in any etso tho precedent did not 
roum to me asvlesirable of adoption here, 
For our publia hospital ia a anall ono (the 
great majority of the Chinese preferring to 
be trented by their own doctors in the 
Tung Wah Hospital), and a concert held in 
any part uf it, aven the isoluted wing re- 
ferred to, could scareoly fail to be heard 
all ovor it. Even if none of the 39 pationts 
who wero unable to attend the concert, 
woro in a critical condition, they, or other 
poraone brought in, were liable tobe ae at 
any moniont; and I question much whethor 
the pleasnru given to some of the putien:s 
would be stfliciont to compensate for the 
injury, ard oven orudlty, thut wight be 
thercby indicted on others; uot to mention 
the inexpedieney on grounds of daceney 
that lively music, of n chavacter to cheer 
convalrscunts, should be brought into elose 
proximity with persons iu a dying cen- 
dition, 

6. There wes moreover another reason 
why the caso of tho London Euspitals 
pffars no proper analiyy. For they are all 
supported by private charity, and are to 
that extent’ private institutions. Our 
hospital, ou the other hand, is entirely 
suppurted from the public fands of the 
Colony ; ao that all the taxpayers have 
equal rights in it. tis wrong in principle 
thorefare that invitations to any buturtain- 
ment there shoald be otherwise that gene. 
ral, and should be coniined, as in this ease, 
to those whom the Medical ofticor chouses 
to invite. ‘Though Dr Atkinson, doubt- 
less, had solely in view tho good of the 
patients, any officer yiving an entortain- 
ment under such cunditions, lays hinaolf 
open te the imputation of using a public 
instilution for the purpose of returning 
private civilities 5 and in any cage a tax- 
payer whe would liks ta attend, and is 
afforded no chatice of doing so, has just 
cause of complaint. 

6. Lastly, a9 to the question vf discipline 
involved. ‘Tho Guvernor of a Crown 
Colony being direstly responsible to the 
public and ta Your Lordship for the conduct 
of the Uolonial institutions, the use of one 
of these for a purpose, here ontirely with- 
uut precedent, is certainly not a caso where 
his permission should be disponaed with, 
To pass over such an oversight in silence, 
woul very quickly have awaward -con- 
sequences in other directious; aud it is 
to bo observed that tho mauner in which 
the intuition of Chis concert was convey- 
ed, was such aa to render it doubtful whe- 
ther the Officer Administering the Govern- 
ment would bave hoard of it av all anti 
after it had takun plice, but for the fact 
that the Governor returned to the Culouy a 
week before he waa expected. 

7. But had there been no other ybjec- 
tiou I should have contented myself with a 
mnere reprimand un the pvint of discipline ; 
and, oat of consideration fur the patients, 
and thos. who had promised to ussist, 
should va this occasion have permitted whe 
concert t3 be held. 

8. The objection, howsver, on the first 
ground above mentioned poared insuper- 
able, and I therefore forbade the concert 
altogether, To may add that T have pet 
since had any cause to regret inp action, 

9. I should mention however that Dr 
Ayres, the Colonial Sargeon, to whom Dr 
Atkinson is officially subordinate, having 
givon to the latter permissiun to held the 
concert referred to, took upon himself the 
whole responsibility, Indsed bis lotter of 
regret in reply to my censure, was of 80 
generuus wcharacter in this respect, that E 
at once caused him to be informed, that he 
had, ao far as he was concerued, removed 
all unpleasant memory of the incident, [ 
feel, moreover, quite satisfied thatthe bas 
had no part io making communications to 
the Pross and that the quotation which 
has been published from the officiul letter 
addressed to him, was obtainad feum sume 
other source. 

10. Theao then, wy Lord, are the facts 
o the case that has ucoarioned the use on 
my account of an amusing variety in the 
flowers of vituperative rhetoric, of which 1 
enclose some choice specimens taken from 
local newspapers published ao lately as last 
week.

THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS, 

Madrid, 17th Pob,—The Ambassadors of 
aoveral Europoan Guvuromenta and the 
Amorican Miuister have becn ondeavouriag 
to persuade the Spanish Governmont to 
allow more facilities to Foreigners who want 
to invest their capital in land in tho Philip- 
pino Islands aud ether archipolagues bo 
longing to Spain in tho Pacific (cean. 

Tho Madrid Government has lvid down, 
in a decres of the Minister for the Colonics, 
stringent rognlations, declaring that only 
foreigners resident in tha Philippino Is- 
lands, and duly registered in thoir. respec- 
tive Consulates, will be allowed to buy and 
possess houses or land, wich thuy cannot 
transfar by sale, gift,or will ta any of thoie 
haira not rasident in the Colony 

Direatly the sad residents leave the 
Colony, or go tu reside elanhero por. 
manently, they must soll thera lands and 
houses. Another decreo of tho Ministor 
for the Colonies doclaras that foreign Con 

nies, Societies, or onterprises of any 

ind will not be allowed ty possass or tiry 
Jands or houses in the Philippines, 

The Madrid papers highly approve. thosc 
decisions of the Ministor, and say thay are 
designed to provent the encrnachment of 
Foreign Powers, especially Carmany, and 
that all displomatic conflicts will thus he 
avoided. ‘hia is a singolarly — solfish 
policy, whon’Spain has noither capital nor 
means to make uso of ons-twentiath part of 
her vast archipelagnes in tho Pacitic Oouan, 
where the Enropesn Governmenta only

FAMUNE IN RUSSIA, 

Odessa, 18th Febraary.—Notwithstand- 
ing the abundant harvest in Suuth Russia 
last year, in the interior whole provinces 
are suffering from a stuta bordering on 
famine, Tho inhabitants of entire districts 
in the Government uf Orenbury are sct- 
ually dying of starvation.

It is becoming clearer than ever that certain 


cliques are, with no little finesse, continu- 


ing tho attempts to distarb the firmnessand
